As a result of his denouncement, labor leaders Nelson,, Onda 
and Dolsen were sentenced to 20 years in jail*.

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We,<li|»ve observed with graye concern a general deterioration of civil liberties 
in the last few years. The entire rash of loyalty hearings, Congressional and state" 
investigations , school and community witch hunts have struck fear into the hearts* 
of many. Another most serious^ threat arises with the use of state sedition laws in 
ti?e thirty-seven states where tfiey are statutes. Most of these sedition laws carry 
sentences of from ten to twenty-five yeara^in Texas it carries the death sentence. 

We know that scores of professors, newspapermen, religious leaders and 
professionals have already been indicted under such Itjws in states from Michigan 
to Florida. Mr. Carl Braden in Louisville, Kentucky, is now serving a fifteen year 
sentence under such a law; Professors Struik and Sweezy have been indicted in New 
England; Dr. Willard Uphaus is threatened in Connecticut; the Jewish community in 
Miami, Florida, is endangered. Many lawyers, contend that all of these, cases* hinge 
upon the decision in the jNelson c as e nosy, before the United States Supreme Cdiirti 
All these cases are 'subject to jdouble jeopardy under .the' thesis, applied in gfcate>' 
sedition, laws. In the Pennsylvania prosecution it is notable that in reversing^the 
twenty .year sentence oh Nelson the State Supreme Court warned: 

"Indeed on the Commonwealth's theory, if each of the other forty-seven 
states had Sedition Acts like Pennsylvania's, one chargeable with sedition against 4 \ 
the Government of the United States could be indicted, convicted and punished in 
any or all of such States as were able to obtain service of their criminal processes 
upon him, as well as by the Federal Government." 

The prosecution, upon reversal of the twenty-year sentence imposed by a 
lower court, and because this reversal nullified the. State Sedition Law, appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court against their own State Supreme Court.. This was 
an extraordinary procedure. 

While the case is before the high cc^urt.the prosecution has obtained support 
for its position from twenty-seven other states. Known opponents of integration of 
Negro children into the schools of the nation have joined in this support. Known 
advocates of the "right -to -work" laws aimed at weakening unions compose the sup- 
porters of this petition to the high court. 

We feel that the Pennsylvania Supreme Court acted correctly when it ruled 
that in areas covered by the First Amendment, the Federal statutes have primacy 
over state laws. The use of sedition laws as a weapon of double jeopardy repression 
should be ended. The democratic principle enunciated by the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court in this case- should be upheld. 

We make this statement to clarify the issues. We hope that the legal officers 
instates which have filed the brief 3 as amicus curiae will withdraw from this action, 
tte urge opposition to .his use of unpopular minorities as a means by which far 
wider sections of our nation may be shackled by dangerous laws. The United States 
Supreme Court is asked to makeUaw, far reaching law, which is of consequence. far ■ 
and beyond the rights and liberties of the Communist Steve Nelson. To realize this, 
is to support the Pennsylvania Supreme Court in its decision.

A letter dated 10-7r-57 was received from Ma tt Cvetic , 
Hotel Sherwyn, Pittsburgh 22, Pennsylvania, wherein fvetib 
commented on the launching of the satellite by the Soviet Union - 
and that American secrets were given to the Soviet Union by well- 
intended but certainly naive Americans. He states the only way we 
can forestall World War ill is to protect our nation from conspirators, 
seditionists and traitors. Cvetic encloses, with his letter, a 
mimeogffaphed tract bearing his name and address with his appraisal 
and recommendation "in this eleventh hour of need." f7 

This tract, captioned "FOR IMMEDIATE RELEASE," riflects^/ 
Cvetic* s activities since 1941 and his conviction that the- lack of 
necessary legislation has hindered the collective efforts of the 
Congressional Committees, the Justice Department and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to meet the danger of the Communist Party (CP). 
Cvetic proposes an amendment to the Constitution which would "define, 
legislate and punish conspiracy, sedition, and treason ~ in 
peacetime -- as well as in time of war." 

Matthew Cvetic joined the CP in February, 1943, in Pittsburgh 
in order to furnish information to the FBI and was utilized as a 
paid informant until January, 1950. He was discontinued as an 
informant in view of indiscretion on his part in revealing his* 
informant relationship with the Bureau to unauthorized persons and-*, 
his excessive use of intoxicants. Cvetic has been interviewed onf /- 
various occasions since he was discontinued as an informant on V 
specific approval of the Bureau. His case file does not reflect ^"*" "" 
receipt of previous correspondence from him. 

^, _. In April, 1956, Cvetic made various allegations regarding 
the Director and the Bureau and wasl subsequently contacted by the 
Special Agent in Charge, Pittsburgh, and warned that the Bureau will 
not stand for malicious gossip and false statements regarding the 
Director, this Bureau or personnel of the Bureau. Since April, 1956, 
Cvetic has voluntarily furnished the Pittsburgh Office with informa- 
tion concerning miscellaneous matters.. ^ „ , -. • .
